THE Democrats should happen to
capture the next house of represons
tatlves, there will be . wild geram-
ble for the speakership and other
offices of that branch of congress. Eyven
at this long distuncea from election, greut
rivalry is being shown betwoeen the var-
fous  candidates for presiding offlcer,
There §s no lack of aspiring statesmen,
“Long Jim'" Richardson, of Tennessee,
who has been leading the minority In the
house slnee “Joe Balley went to the
genilo, hay been trimming his salls for
the spenkership roce for the past yvear or
mare, hit hlg chances of success are not
as hright as they were before the meeting
of the present congress. He has shown
himself to bhe a rather weak and vacell-
lating brother at times when a leader
wis most needed on the minovity side of
the c¢humber, In fact, he was frequently
charged during  the sesslon just elosed
with plnying into the hands of the ma-
Jority when important polltical gquestions
were under discusslon bhofore the house,
This has disgusted o gront many Demo-
crats with Mr. Richardson's leadership,
and instead of belng  the unanimous
cholee of hls collengues, he will have
strang  opposition  for the speakership,
should the next house be Democratle,

Among Mr. Richardson's rivals for the
speakership will e Repredentative Hay,
of Virginiu; Representatives IneArmond
and Champ Clark, of Missourd: Represen~
tutive Hall, of "Tex and Representa-
tive Bulzer, of New York, Of these, Mr.
oy Is probably the most dangerous one,
ulthough the latter will have opposition
in his own delegatlon,  Representative
Swianson, of Virginlie who, untll very
recently was a political bed-fellow of Mr,
Huy, I8 now one of Mr. Rlehardson's
mastl cinest supporters. As o reward
for hig services In behalf of the Tennes-
senn, Mr. Bwanson expects to be made
chauirman of the commitice on ways and
means, of which committee, he has heen
0 omember ginee the Fifty-sccond con-
gress,
